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1. In Rangoon, the lower Burzma center of the Burma Commmnist Party (BCP),
increased party activity is forscast, toether with a purge of unre~
liable elements, and an intensification of ideological instruction and
primary cell formation. The poal is reportedly a membership of 12,070
in Hanpoon district by the end of the year; Commmnists in ii:m"oon have
basen instructed to collect intellinsence abcut Jovernment forces and
officials and their movaments, and to attempt venetration of Jovernment
departuents and public utilities. Unconfirmed reports indicate the
possibility that the BCP has a center for upper Burma.
